MEMORANGUM FOR: The Oireetor of Central Intelligence 


SUBJECT: Conversation with Mr. Bebert Smart, Chief 
_wussel, House Armed Serviess Committee 


i. This memorandum contains a recomumendation submitted 
for approval of the Directer of Central Intelligence. Suck recammendation 
ix contained in paragraph 6. 


2, Af the request of Robert Smart, I met with him and he advised 
that Chairman Vinson on Bis retura to Washington Rad wanted tafor mation 
on the U-% based en your briefing of the Kilday Subcommittee at which 
cmmart wae present. Vinson asked Smart if this activity had ever been 
disclosed te the Subcommittees in any way. Gemart advised Alen that it 
had wot. mart reports that Vinsea's comment wae that it is ebvieus 
that the Ageacy is caly telling the Subcommitice what it wishes to reveal. 
Allegedly Vinson further stated that apparently the only real purpose being 
served by the CIA Subcommittees was te avetd a joint cammittee on 
intelligence matters. 


3. Smart aleo atated that ia the past Mr. Kilday has spoken af 
the CLA Subcommittee as teing another chore and that as far as Kilday 
wae concerned it made litthe differeace whether a joint committee on the 
Agency were e¢tablished and that he had no feolings about retaining 
jarisdiction over CIA ia Armed Services. imart further stated that as 
yot dtr. Kiiday has act raised the point that the Subcommities was not 
oriefed on the U-2 operations. 


& Mr. Smart thought we should be aware of the above in light 
of the eventual dawalag on Mi. Kilday that the Subcommittee had act 
received prior briefings.

1 would recommend thal within tee acar future we 
otier a farther general briefing to the Kilday Fubcommitios. At tele 
urieling we would gut bafere them all of the major prejecta which conld 
peseibly save an bpact oe future events. I can think af « significant new 
project is fH tevelving Cuba, Also the overflight and resapply praject« 
in FR would agpear appropriate. Certaialy the majer sew projects ta 
it) should ba iachaded,. Uf tee question is te come ap about prier triafing 
af tea Sabcomraittes on the 0-2 situation, I believe it waala oe better Uf 
teey reieed &. The impact of this point would certainly be lessened oy 
ouch beiefings a¢ deseribed above.
